• Saturday’s match will be the first - and only - time that the two teams meet in 2012 
...this is the first year since 1996 that the teams will not meet at least twice 

• The Revs split the 2011 season series against Dallas, with each team picking up the 
win at home ... Dallas took the first match, 1-0, on June 4, at Pizza Hut Park, while 
the Revs earned the win, 2-0, on Sept. 10, at Gillette Stadium 

• After going 15-3-0 against Dallas between 2001 and April 2009, the Revs are 1-2-2 
against the Hoops in the last five meetings, dating back to Sept. 30, 2009 ... the 
Revs' lone win in that span came last Sept. 10, in a 2-0 win at Gillette Stadium to 
snap a four-game winless run against Dallas 

• New England has a regular-season winning percentage of .662 against Dallas is

MISCELLANEOUS TEAM NOTES 


HISTORIC SUCCESS AGAINST DALLAS 

The Revs have a long history of success against Dallas since 1996, holding a 23-11-3 
advantage in the all-time regular season series ... the Revs' .662 regular-season winning 
percentage against Dallas is the second-highest winning percentage against any team in MLS 
against whom the Revs have played at least 10 matches ... the Revs have a .667 winning 
percentage against Houston - the team’s best mark against an opponent - in far fewer meet¬ 
ings (12 regular-season contests). 

HOOPS HAVE REVS’ NUMBER RECENTLY 

After almost a decade of dominance against Dallas - the Revs went 15-3-0 against the Hoops 
between 2001 and April 2009 - the Revs are 1-2-2 in their last five meetings, dating back 
to Sept. 30, 2009 ... the Revs’ 2-0 victory on Sept. 10, 2011, at Gillette Stadium snapped a 
four-game winless streak against Dallas ... the Revs have not won at Dallas since a 1-0 win 
on April 24,2008. 

THURSDAY, THURSDAY, THURSDAY 

This week's match at FC Dallas will mark the first - and only - time the Revolution will play 
on Thursday this season ... the Revs have played on a Thursday 23 times since 1996, posting 
a 9-10-4 record ... the Revs will play four additional midweek games this season - all on a 
Wednesday, beginning May 2, when the Revs host Colorado at Gillette Stadium. 

A MATCHUP OF LEGENDS IN NET 

Thursday’s contest could mark the 15th time that legendary goalkeepers Matt Reis and Kevin 
Hartman meet in the same game ... Reis holds a slight edge against his former UCLA and 
LA Galaxy teammate, compiling a 6-5-3 record with 64 saves in games against Hartman in 
MLS ... Hartman is 5-6-3 in matches against Reis, and has recorded 46 saves in the contests 
between two of the six members of the 1,000 save club. 

REIS NEARING WIN #100 

Saturday’s night’s win at LA was the 99th of Matt Reis’ career and he enters Thursday’s game 
at Dallas one shy of 100 ... Reis won 17 games with the Galaxy from 1998 to 2002 before 
earning his last 82 wins with the Revolution ... when he reaches win number 100, Reis will 
become just the sixth goalkeeper in MLS history to reach the 100-win mark, joining Kevin 
Hartman (172), Zach Thornton (131), Nick Rimando (124), Joe Cannon (109) and Scott 
Garlick (107). 

SURE IS NICE TO WIN TWICE 

For the first time in 40 games, the Revs have won two consecutive matches as the Revs 
picked up a 3-1 win at LA on Saturday, following the 1-0 home-opener win against Portland 
on March 24 ... the last time the Revs won back-to-back games was October 2010, after a 
2-1 win at Houston on Oct. 10 was followed by a 1-0 shutout against Kansas City on Oct. 16, 
2010, at Gillette Stadium. 

CAN THEY PUSH IT TO THREE? 

After consecutive wins, New England enters Thursday with a chance to push the win streak to 
three games - something the Revs haven’t done since late August 2009 ... in a 10-day stretch 
from Aug. 20 to Aug. 29, 2009, the Revs won at Seattle (1-0) before returning home to beat 
Real Salt Lake (3-1) and San Jose (2-1) at Gillette Stadium. 

ALSTON’S APPEARANCE STREAK IN JEAPORDY 

Kevin Alston leads the club in consecutive appearances, with a team-best 37 matches 
played consecutively... however, that mark is in jeapordy as he is listed as Doubtful on the 
eariy-week injury report after coming out of Saturday's game in LA with hamstring tightness 
... should be be unable to play on Thursday in Dallas, his streak will be snapped and Shalrie 
Joseph would become the club’s active leader in consecutive appearances ... Joseph enters 
Thursday’s game with 19 straight appearances, dating back to July 20, 2011 ... after missing 
the 2011 season opener at LA with a hamstring injury, Alston appeared in - and started - the 
remaining 33 games (a team high) of the season, and played his customary right back spot in 
the opening four matches of 2012 ... Alston missed multiple games in 2010 (eight) and 2009 
(four) with persistent hamstring injuries before starting his current appearance streak. 

THESE REVS DON’T WASTE TIME 

The Revs lead MLS with three goals in the first 15 minutes of games, passing New York and 
San Jose (two each)... after a first-minute goal in the home-opener on March 24, the Revs 
struck early again on Saturday with a 10th minute goal from Kelyn Rowe and Chris Tierney’s 
goal in the 13th minute ... in 2011, the Revs scored just nine goals in the first 15-minutes 
segment in 34 games. 

BACK TO LEVEL GROUND 

Despite losing the first two matches of 2012, the Revs have moved back to .500 in MLS play 
with consecutive wins in their last two games ... the last time the Revs held a .500 winning 
percentage in MLS play was back in May of 2011, when the Revs were 3-3-4. 


ROAD WARRIORS BATTLE ON 

The Revs enter Thursday’s contest at Dallas with a road victory, a feat they weren't able to 
accomplish last season until July 20, when the Revs earned a 1-0 win at D.C.... a win in 
Dallas on Thursday would be the team's second of the campaign and would surpass the 2011 
road win total (1) and match the team’s 2010 road win total (2)... Thursday's match marks the 
fourth road game in five total matches to begin 2012. 

SENE USES HIS HEAD REPEATEDLY 

At 6-3, Saer Sene has become a target for crosses into the box, and the 25-year-old has de¬ 
livered with a headed goal in each of the last two matches ... following a first-minute strike on 
March 24 off Chris Tierney's cross, Sene headed home Ryan Guy’s service in the 65th minute 
to give the Revs a 3-0 lead Saturday at LA... Sene's two goals lead the club in scoring. 

SENE MAKES STRIKES COUNT 

With two goals on just three shots, Saer Sene now has a 66.7 scoring percentage, second in 
MLS behind four players with a 100 percent scoring percentage: Bernardo Anor (Columbus), 
Brad Evans (Seattle), Andrew Jean-Baptiste (Portland) and Jonny Steele (Salt Lake)... Sene, 
however, is the only player in MLS who has scored at least two goals and has scoring percent¬ 
age higher than 50 percent. 

TIERNEY A KEY TO EARLY SUCCESS 

Chris Tierney has factored in a Revolution goal in each of the last two games ... after picking 
up the game-winning assist on Saer Sene's goal against Portland on March 26, Tierney 
scored the game-winning goal against LA in the 13th-minute goal on Saturday ... Saturday’s 
goal was Tierney’s fourth of his career, and his first non-free-kick goal since Sept. 2010. 

SHALRIE MAKING IT HAPPEN 

Shalrie Joseph recorded his first two assists of 2012 on Saturday night in LA, the third 
multiple-assist match of his career... he registered his 32nd career assist on Kelyn Rowe’s 
goal (which was credited by MLS on Monday), and later earned his 33rd career assist on 
Chris Tierney's goal... Joseph now sits third on the Revolution’s career assist list, two behind 
second place Joe-Max Moore’s 35 assists. 

A LIGHTER APRIL AFTER A HEAVY MARCH 

After playing four games in the month of March - the first time in club history - the Revs will 
play just three matches in April... last season, the Revs played a club-high six April matches 
and went 1-3-2 ... this April, the Revs will face: FC Dallas (Thursday), host D.C. United (April 
14) and travel to New York (April 28) with a bye week on April 21. 

CLYDE’S (ALMOST) SIMMS-PLY PERFECT 

Clyde Simms completed 44-of-46 passes he attempted on Saturday for a passing percent¬ 
age of 95.7 percent in the central midfield ... Simms, the eight-year MLS veteran, has been 
a staple in the Revs' central midfield this season, has started all four games and played 349 
minutes - the second-highest mark on the team - since coming to New England from D.C. in 
the Re-Entry Process last off-season. 

THE MASKED MAN IS SCARY INSIDE THE BOX 

Donning a protective face mask following a broken nose suffered the previous week, Kevin 
Alston had no troubles finding an open Chris Tierney inside the penalty area for the Revs’ 
second goal in the 13th minute on Saturday... Alston's game-winning assist was his fourth 
assist of his career - and his first of 2012 ... Alston has recorded one assist each season in 
each of his four professional seasons. 

GOING WITH THE FLO 

Flo Lechner made his Revolution - and MLS - debuts as a second-half substitute at right back 
on Saturday in LA... the German defender came on for Kevin Alston, who left the game with 
tightness in his hamstring ... Lechner played the final 45 minutes, committing one foul and 
suffering another. 

MAKING IT COUNT IN ADOPTED HOME 

Following his standout preseason with four goals and four assists in six games, it was only a 
matter of time before rookie Kelyn Rowe made his mark in the regular season ... the first-year 
midfielder scored his first career goal Saturday at LA - the team’s fourth game of the season 
- and in the city where he went to college (UCLA)... Rowe - age 20 and whom the Revs 
selected with the third overall pick in the 2012 MLS SuperDraft - made his MLS and Revolu¬ 
tion debut at San Jose on March 10 and has scored one goal and has played right midfield 
and central midfield in games this season. 

RACKING UP THE MILES 

This week, the Revs will play their fourth road game of the season in just five games ... the 
tea’s the March 24th home opener was the only home game in a five-week span from March 
10 to April 5 ... after opening the season with two road games at San Jose and Kansas City, 
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the Revs traveled to LA last weekend and remained on the road ahead of Thursday's match 
at Dallas ... after returning home from the LA-Dallas road trip, the team will have already trav¬ 
eled 13,290 air miles in the first four-and-a-half weeks of the season ... including the team’s 
preseason trip to Tucson, Ariz., that immediately preceded the season opener at San Jose, the 
Revs will have traveled 18,030 air miles from the end of February through early April. 

BJORN TO RUN 

The Revs signed Swedish forward Bjorn Runstrom last week, who will occupty an internaional 
slot on the team’s roster once he receives his U.S. P-1 Visa ... he will not be available this 
Thursday in Dallas ... Runstrom made three appearances with the Revs in the preseason 
Desert Diamond Cup in Tucson, Ariz., and scored one goal in a 2-1 win against Real Salt Lake 
on Feb. 29 ... the 28-year-old made 21 appearances with Swedish side Hammarby IF in 2011. 

NEW FACES KEEP COMING 

With Bjorn Runstrom’s signing now in the books, the Revolution has added 14 new players to 
the roster - a full half of the roster spots - since Jay Fleaps assumed head coaching duties last 
November... the total includes six of the team’s seven international players (Diego Fagundez 
is the seventh), four American newcomers who have previous professional experience (Blake 
Brettschneider, Lee Nguyen, Clyde Simms and Jeremiah White) and four draft picks (Tyler 
Polak, Alec Purdie, Mike Roach and Kelyn Rowe). 

A FULL TEAM OF NEW FACES 

Through four games, 11 players have already made their Revolution debuts: Blake Brett¬ 
schneider, Fernando Cardenas, Flo Lechner, John Lozano, Lee Nguyen, Tyler Polak, Alec 
Purdie, Kelyn Rowe, Saer Sene, Clyde Simms and Jeremiah White ... seven of those players 
debuted on March 10 at San Jose in the season opener, while Sene and White made their first 
Revs appearances in Kansas City on March 17 ... Alec Purdie debuted in a substitute appear¬ 
ance on March 24, while Flo Lechner made his debut Saturday in LA... in 2011, a total of 13 
new players debuted for the Revolution in the 34-game schedule. 

PLENTY OF FOULS SUFFERED 

Through four games this season, the Revs have suffered 61 fouls (15.25 fouls per game), and 
trail only Vancouver (69 fouls, 17.25/game) and Colorado (62 fouls, 15.5/game) in MLS in the 
category ... the Revs finished the 2011 season third in fouls suffered with 444 (13.06 fouls per 
game), while league-leader Dallas recorded 456 total fouls suffered, an average of 13.41 fouls 
per game. 

TIERNEY WAS FIRST TO LEND A HELPING HAND 

Chris Tierney's assist on Saer Sene’s goal on March 24 against Portland was the club's first 
assist of the season ... Tierney, who picked up his 12th career assist, has finished the last two 
seasons second on the club with four assists each season. 

TIERNEY GO-TO GUY FOR GAME-WINNING ASSISTS 

Chris Tierney recorded his sixth career game-winning assist against Portland on March 24, 
sending in a deep cross from the left flank which Sene headed home in the first minute ... Tier¬ 
ney is now tied for fifth on the Revs' career game-winning assists list, behind Steve Ralston 
(22), Shalrie Joseph (13), Jose Cancela (8) and Mike Burns (7)... Tierney is tied with Imad 
Baba and Taylor Twellman, who both also had six game-winning assists, in the fifth spot... in 
2010, Tierney finished the campaign tied for seventh in MLS with three game-winning assists. 

REIS JOINS ELITE SAVE COMPANY 

With three saves on against Portland on March 24, Matt Reis became the sixth player in MLS 
history to record 1,000 saves ... he entered the game with 997 saves and with his three cred¬ 
ited saves, he reached the milestone with his 85th-minute save on Franck Songo’o. 

REIS ALSO AMONG ELITE SHUTOUT COMPANY 

With a shutout against Portland on March 24, Matt Reis moved into sole possession of fifth 
place on the MLS career shutouts chart... he now has 65 career shutouts, including 56 with 
the Revolution since joining the club in 2003. 

REIS HAS ANOTHER MILESTONE ON HORIZON 

After recording save number 1,000 in March, Matt Reis now has a significant ironman mile¬ 
stone up next... Reis enters Thursday with 19,632 minutes played in New England and is 368 
minutes shy of becoming just the third Revs player to log 20,000 minutes for the club, trailing 
Shalrie Joseph (21,746 minutes) and Jay Heaps (21,566 minutes)... if Reis remains healthy, 
he could reach the 20,000 Revolution minutes milestone on May 5, on the road at Real Salt 
Lake. 

SHALRIE TOPS IN REVS’ MINUTES... 

Shalrie Joseph became the club’s career leader in minutes played in the 54th minute against 
Portland on March 24, passing current coach and former teammate, Jay Heaps (21,619 
minutes)... Joseph - now with 21,746 minutes - entered this season as the club’s leader in 
starts (241) and passed Heaps for the club record in appearances (245) in the season opener 
at San Jose on March 10. 


... AND JOSEPH IS LOGGING LOYAL MINUTES FOR THE REVS 

Shalrie Joseph’s club-leading minutes played record (21,746 minutes) also comes with special 
distinction ... one of only eight active MLS field players who have logged 20,000 or more min¬ 
utes in their careers, Joseph is the only player on the list to played every minute of his career 
with the same club ... Joseph played his first minute with the Revs on April 19, 2003, and has 
played at least 2,000 minutes in eight of his nine previous seasons. 

NGUYEN-ING HIS RIGHTS 

After the Revs picked up Lee Nguyen in the Waiver Draft on March 2, the McKinney, Texas, 
product has already made an impact for the team ... after debuting as a substitute at San 
Jose on March 10, Nguyen made his first career MLS start at Kansas City on March 17 ... on 
March 24 at home against Portland, Nguyen started and was a crowd-favorite after posting two 
shots and creating chances for his teammates ... his efforts helped spark two goals in the first 
15 minutes at LA on March 31, and through four games, Nguyen leads all Revs players with 
seven shots. 

JAY HEAPS FACTS & FIGURES 

Jay Heaps, 35, is the sixth head coach in club history, and is also the second-youngest active 
coach in MLS (behind D.C. United’s Ben Olsen)... Heaps had a nine-year playing career in 
MLS, first with the Miami Fusion beginning in 1999 - when he was drafted second overall in the 
MLS College Draft before earning MLS Rookie of the Year honors that season - through June 
2001 ... he was traded to his hometown club, New England, in June 2001 where he concluded 
his career before retiring following the 2009 season ... Heaps is second all-time in minutes 
(21,619) appearances (243) and starts (238). 

TRANSITIONING TIMES 

Following the first preseason under head coach Jay Heaps, several players have switched po¬ 
sitions from what they’s customarily played in the past... Stephen McCarthy has transitioned 
from central midfielder to primarily central defense, and Chris Tierney transitioned to primarily 
a left back from left midfield, although he could still see time on the midfield wing ... addition¬ 
ally, Mike Roach has moved to central midfield after playing primarily as a forward in college. 

“HOMETOWN” FEEL ON THE ROSTER 

Three players on the Revs’ roster are New England natives, giving the team a hometown feel 
... Diego Fagundez (Leominster, Mass.), Tim Murray (Haverhill, Mass.) and Chris Tierney 
(Wellesley, Mass.) are all Massachusetts products, growing up in the Bay State. 

OTHER NEW FACES ON THE BENCH 

In addition to the new players, there are several other new faces around the Revolution locker 
room this year... assistant coach Jay Miller is Jay Heaps’ primary assistant, coming to the 
Revs with more than 30 years of professional coaching experience, including time with U.S. 
Soccer... Nick Downing has joined the staff as the club’s first-ever Strength & Conditioning 
coach ... the former Revs defender retired in 2005 and has been a certified personal trainer 
specializing in soccer and sport-specific training since.
